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downtown night spots during the evenings. Most of the 
bookies are not students and depend on other sources for 
information, but PCI could not state the source of the

PCI estimated that the total commercial bookmaking 
bandled in the State of Wisconsin amounted to $175,000, 
of which $115,000 to $125,000 was being handled by commercial 
bookmakers in Milwaukee County. He believed that the 
average intelligent commercial bookmaker was operating 
on à seven and a half per cent profit basis. 


The informant advised that bookmakers lay off bets 
with each other when they become overloaded on certain 
games, and the individual with whom they lay off is 
determined by the best possible odds each bookmaker can 
obtain. A bookmaker's ability to lay off at the best odds 
has à direct bearing on the amount of profit they will 
realize in their overall operation. 


The PCI advised he has been questioned many 
times in the past concerning the method by which line 
information is brought to the local bookmakers. Through his 
contact with the bookmakers and some of the statements 
they have made, he now believes that the football line is 
coming into Milwaukee from Las Vegas, Nev. He said it would 
be à simple matter for someone in Las Vegas, where bookmaking 
is legal, to walk into a sports book, copy down the line 
information, and then go to a public telephone booth and 
call à bookmaker in Milwaukee to furnish him with this 
line information. He stated no individual in his right 
mind would use a telepbone which could be traced back to 
him to obtain line information from outside of the State. 


Regarding collection procedures, the PCI advised 
in some instances a top figure relationship is established 
between à bookmaker and à customer or between individual 
bookmakers, who lay off with each other. When this top 
figure is reached in bets placed, the individuals are 
requested to put up à certain amount of money for any 
additional bets they wish to make, The money is collected 
through both personal contact with the bookmaker and his 
customer or by the utilization of drops where the customer 
will leave money at & certain location which is later picked 
up by the bookmaker. The PCI indicated that "The Office," 
a bookmaking operation, which he suspects is being run by 
"Sheriff" CEFALU, is in bad condition financially, and he 
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has heard that "The Office" lost over $10,000 within the 
past threé weeks. He believes this is true as he knows two 
players who bet with "The Office," who are owed money by 
"The Office," and who are paid off in small amounts rather 
than the full amounts that they are entitled to. The PCI 
felt that SAM CEFALU and SAM LIBRIZZI are possibly working 
together in à bookmaking operation and he said there was 
an indication that "Sheriff" CEFALU possibly had a piece of

Since "The Office" has been 
located and CEFALU has been associated with "The Office," 
he has not been contacted regarding his involvement. 


Specific leads are not being set forth in instant

they were heavy bettors themselves. The informant believed 
that some of "The Office" customers were transferred over 
to SAM CEFALU, who is allegedly running a small bookmaking 
operation on a local level. 


According to the informant, it is now rumored that if 
BALISTRIERI is forced to go to prison, his brother, 
PETER BALISTRIERI, would possibly be left in charge during 
FRANK's absence. Informant noted FRANK BALISTRIERI, in his 
request for the Supreme Court to review his conviction, . 
admitted a close association with FELIX "MILWAUKEE PHIL" 
ALDERISIO, a known member of the Chicago LCN family. 
Informant did not believe that BALISTRIERI would ever 
admit this association with ALDERISIO and felt his admissions 
will cause any politicians or other businessmen who had 
previously dealt with BALISTRIERI to stay away from him. 
The informant also noted that BALISTRIERI's association 
with ALDERISIO was given extensive publicity in local 
newspapers and would possibly hurt BALISTRIERI's nightclub 
business and cause additional pressures to be placed upon 
him by local law enforcement authorities. The informant 
felt that should BALISTRIERI go to jail, AUGGIE MANIACI 
and VITO AIELLO, long-time members of the Milwaukee LCN 
family, might attempt to exert pressure to take the 
leadership of the family. 


The informant heard that ANDY LOCOCCO, West Coast motel 
operator, formerly from Milwaukee, had recently received 

a, one or two million dollar loan for a fishing boat and for 
remodeling of his motel, The loan allegedly came out of 

New York and possibly involved union funds. This loan was 

set up by FRANK BALISTRIERI; however, BALISTRIERI has indicated 
he was given no finder's fee for securing this loan for 
LOCOCCO. The informant believed that JOSEPH P, BALISTRIERI, 
FRANK BALISTRIERI'S son, possibly handled some of the legal 
work for this loan and was given a fee.

with customers and other bookmakers.
